SUMMARY

The Board of County Commissioners (Board) is asked to make appointments to fill the

two upcoming vacancies for seats held by Washoe County on the Regional Planning
Commission (RPC). The two positions are currently held by D.J. Whittemore and James

Barnes.

Washoe County Strategic Objective supported by this item: Public participation and

open, transparent communication.

PREVIOUS ACTION

Iune24,2014, The Board appointed James Barnes to the Regional Planning Commission
from June 2014 to June 30, 2015, fulfilling an unexpired term and reappointed D. J.

Whiuemore to the Regional Planning Commission for a full term beginning July I ,2014
to June 30,2017.

BACKGROUND

Pursuant to NRS 278.0262, the Board appoints three members from the Washoe County

Planning Commission (PC) to represent Washoe County on the RPC. Pursuant to NRS,

at least two of the members must be residents of the unincorporated County. Since all PC

members are unincorporated County residents, this requirement is fulfilled. RPC

member terms are three years in lenglh and are staggered. At the present time, the

Regional Planning Commissioners representing Washoe County are:
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Name Term
Roser Edwards Julv 2013 - June 2016
James Bames June2014 - June 2015

D.J. Whittemore Julv 2014 - June 2017

D. J. Whittemore's current term on the PC ends on June 30, 2015. Mr. Whittemore has

elected not to seek reappointment to the PC. Consequently, he will be unable to complete
his RPC appointment.

Mr. Barnes, who continues to serve on the PC, is currently serving a partial term on the

RPC (June 2014 to June 30, 2015) and is, therefore, eligible for reappointment.

According to the Rules, Policies and Procedures adopted by the PC, the First Alternate to
the RPC shall be recommended to the Board to fill the vacated position. Sarah Chvilicek
is the designated First Alternate to the RPC and has expressed her willingness to serve on
the RPC.

Ms. Chvilicek is serving an unexpired term on the PC and is requesting reappointment to
the PC for a full term beginning July 1,2015 and ending June 30, 2019. The Board will
act upon Ms. Chvilicek's appointment at its June 9,2015 meeting. Provided the Board
reappoints Ms. Chvilicek, she is eligible for appointment to the RPC.

FISCAL IMPACT

Regional Planning Commission members are compensated at arate of $80.00 per
meeting pursuant to NRS 278.0262(4). The RPC typically meets six times ayear, which
equates to an annual stipend of $480 per member. Funds to compensate Washoe County
appointed RPC members for scheduled meetings were approved as part of the FY 2015-
2016 budget of the Planning and Development Division, Community Services
Department (Account I 05400-71 0l I 0).

It is recommended that the Board appoint Sarah Chvilicek to the Truckee Meadows
Regional Planning Commission for an unexpired term beginning July t,2015, and ending
